I, Carl H. June, Ph.D., declare the following: 

1. I am an applicant of the above-identified patent application and a co-inventor of 
the subject matter described and claimed therein. 



2. I am the inventor of the subject matter described and claimed in this application 
for the methods directed to downregulating HIV-1 fusion cofactor expression in a T cell. 
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by contacting the T cell with a solid phase surface comprising an anti-CD28 antibody 
and an anti-CD3 antibody. 

3. I am one of twelve co-authors of a joumal article entitled "Antiviral effect and ex 
vivo CD4+ T cell proliferation in HIV-positive patients as a result of CD28 costimulation" by 
Bruce L. Levine, Joseph D. Mosca, James L. Riley, Richard G. Carroll, Maryanne T. Vahey, 
Linda L. Jagodzinski, Kenneth F. Wagner, Douglas L. Mayers, Donald S. Burke, Owen S.
